PASSKJG OF WORLD'S 


OLDEST 
HISTORIAN 


The bells of the old brick church at 
Deerfield, 
Massachusetts, 
recently 
tolled 
98 times for George 
Sheldon, 
undoubtedly the oldest active historian 
in the world. 
The most distinguished 
man of his age in New England, 
his- 
torian of the old valley and sage of 
historic Deerfield, recently died peace- 
fully at his late residence which was 
the old home of the noted Ensign John 
Sheldon, also the home from which his 
grandfather, the revolutionary Colonel 
Joseph Stebbins 
marched 
to Bunker 
Hill. 
A few weeks ago he celebrated 
his 98th birthday. All the rooms were 
piled nigh with flowers; 
messengers 
came all day with telegrams and let 
ters of congratulation from 
leading 
writers 
and 
thinkers, 
distinguished 
men 
and 
women, the country 
over. 
Visitors by the score dropped in. The 
grand old man, bright as a youngster, 
had his jokes and his gossipy reminis- 
cences 
of 90 years for all. 
George 
Sheldon was born in Deerfield, Mass., 
November 
30, 
1818; 
he was of the 
sixth 
generation 
from 
Ensign John 
Sheldon, who went to Deerfield with 
tne early settlers 
in ibt4. 
tie was 
the author of many books representing 
final authority of historic New Eng 
land during the early pioneer Indian 
days 
of "King 
Phillip" 
and 
"Queen 
Ann" periods, which will continue as 
monuments to his memory. 
Years ago 
a classic 
motion picture was enact 
ed upon the exact grounds 
of early 
conflicts 
of the English, French and 
Indians 
of King Phillip 
and 
Queen 
Ann wars. 
The taking of the cap 
tives to Canada 
and many other in 
cidents based upon historic fact. 
Mr. 
Sheldon 
personally 
appeared 
in this 
picture and is shown actively adding 
much 
to the 
occasion. 
Herbert 
S 
Streeter who is now in Daytona, 
is 
touring with this historic masterpiece 
and lecturing 
the same.
